Well 
all the Thin Coins (Mostly Cents) I 
had the pleasure of seeing were Hand 
made, a fellow here use to make them 
for a hobby by putting them in Nitric 
Acid. 

I have had a few sent me, some with 
a pretty high tag on them. I just return 
them with no comment, unless my advice 
is asked, I'll tell them what I know 
about them. 

If you will measure the size of a thin 
cent you will see it is smaller than a 
regular issue cent, as the acid will eat 
the metal both ways. 

I have + Thin Coins, Quarter, Dime, 
Cent and a Nickel, all are smaller in 
s ze than the regular issue. I can’t see 
the punch press making small Planchets 
o they can produce thin coins.

1856 Flying Eagle cent is the rarest 
date. It is generally considered to be a 
pattern coin and it is believed about one 
thousand were coined.
